Worms Cut 
Cattle Profits 


DIXON SPRINGS — M. E. Mans­ 
field, extension veterinarian at the 
Dixon Springs Experiment Station 
of the University of Illinois, says 
stomach worms may be at fault if 
your cattle aren’t gaining as fast 
as you think they should. 
It’s hard to tell if your cattle 
have stomach worms, Dr. Mansfield 
says. 
If all the cattle are infected 
you will not be able to compare in­ 
dividuals because they’ll all show 
the same symptoms of slow gain. 
Other symptoms include rough 
hair coat, loss of weight, usually 
diarrhea and loss of appetite. Sto­ 
mach worms usually do not cause 
death in cattle, the veterinarian 
says, but the animals may die if 
you neglect them. 
If you suspect stomach worms in 
your herd, call your local veterin­ 
arian and have him check the ma­ 
nure for worm eggs. 
Worm eggs pass in the manure 
and hatch into tiny worms that de­ 
velop for about two or three weeks 
on the ground. Grazing cattle then 
pick up the worms. 
Egg laying 
adults mature in another two or 
three weeks inside the animal and 
the cycle starts again. 
Dr. Manrfield recommends phc 
nothiazine 
for 
treatment. 
Your 
veterinarian will be able lo advise 
you on a treatm ent schedule and 
periodic manure checks.

GOLDEN TEXT: “Confess your 
faults one to another, that ye may 
be healed. The effectual fervent 
prayer of a righteous man availeth 
much.” (James 5:16) 
INTRODUCTION—The Queen of 
England is said to have been more 
afraid of the prayers of John Knox 
than she was of 10,000 soldiers. It 
was John Knox who said, “Lord. 
give me Scotland, or I die.” God 
gave him Scotland. 
Prayer is the most powerful in­ 
strument that man has. There is 
more power in prayer than there 
is in all the man made instruments 
of war 
put 
together. 
“ Prayer 
changes things.” If only America 
had the faith in God that she has 
in the physical might she posses­ 
ses, America could conquor the 
world without the use of arms. 
Prayer is the means by which 
man can lay hold onto the throne 
of God. It is through prayer that 
man can win for himself the bless­ 
ings of God. However, let it be 
understood that it is only through 
real prayer that these may be 
accomplished. 
Artificial, memor­ 
ized, insincere prayers 
are not 
prayers, but words only. 
I CONTINUOUS PRAYER 
Some folks pray only when there 
is serious sickness, sorrow, or, 
they are in trouble. This will not 
let the job done. We are to pray: 
1. CONTINUOUSLY 
(V. I) - 
‘Pray without ceasing.” This does 
lot mean that in every waking 
bour man is to be repeating words 
in prayer to God. 
It does mean 
that the attitude of one’s life should 
be such that there is a continuous 
iesire for the will of God to be 
lone. It means that at any given 
noment one should be able to con- 
xiously commune with God. 
2. WITH FAITH (VV. 2-9)—Here 
are find an unjust judge who final- 
y answered the plea of the widow. 
'ie did not want her to keep on 
vestering him. Not so with God. 
He invites us to approach him in 
grayer (Jeremiah 33:3), and he 
promises to answer our prayers. 
3. W I T H HUMBLENESS OF 
HEART (VV. 13-14)—Look at this 
epentent publican. He would not 
wen so much as raise his head 
iff his breast to look upward as 
be prayed. He was truly sorry for 
tis sins. Listen to his cry: “Lord, 
be merciful unto me, a sinner.” 
Hod will always hear such a pray­ 
er from a sincere heart. 
There 
,vas forgiveness for this man be­ 
cause he was humble. 
ii PRAYER WITHOUT POWER 
Really there is no such thing as 
prayer without power. What some 
folks call prayer is not prayer at 
ill. Words alone cannot make a 
prayer. 
Sometime there is more 
prayer in few words than in many. 
I. SELFISH WORDS (V. 9-11)— 
TM* Pharisee Sprayed.with him­ 
self.” Anyt&ne one lets sell get 


into the picture, there is no pray­ 
er. Listen to his words: “ I thank 
Thee that I am not as other men, 
extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or 
I even as this publican.” My! but 
was he not proud of himself. 
He 
did not need God’s help. He was 
already as good as he desired to 
be. He just wanted to tell God how 
! really good he was. God was not 
interested. He is not interested to­ 
day in such words. 
2. PUBLIC DISPLAY (V. ll) — 
This Pharisee stood in a public 
i place. He got himself a good cor- 
I ner on the street where everyone 
■ could observe him. This is not the 
I proper attitude for prayer. Jesus 
| suggests that we get off in a closet 
somewhere and shut the door. He 
| suggests that we “pray in secret.” 
| He promises that if* we do that God 
I will reward our prayers openly and 
I publicly. 
I 
Ev^n prayers prayed in public 


I worship services arc to be prayed 


i to God and not for the benefit of 
the hearing of those present. 
It 


j is not necessary for one to display 
his fine vocabulary nor his knowl­ 
edge of the Bible, for God to hear 
and answer prayer. One who docs 
such as this is seeking for a pub­ 
lic display of himself. He already 
has his reward. 
CONCLUSION—How about your 
prayer life? Someone says: “ I say 
my prayers every night.” Saying 
prayers is not prevailing prayer. 
lf you have no spiritual power in 
your life it is probably because 
there is no prayer in your life. 
Praying is not easy. 
One must 
first of all be a child of God—a 
member of his “Durn again” fam­ 
ily, before he can pray. One must 
be living a righteous (the right 
kind) life before he can pray with 
power. 
When you live the right 
kind of life, you will know the 
meaning of: “The fervent prayer 
of a righteous man availeth much.”
